Pearse, .Milwaukee's School Super- 
intendent, in classing the deaf as 
troublesome children, to surmise 
that the trail of these children too 
often leads to and ends in a quag- 
mire. 

We can readily understand the 
wiierewithal of his opinion, and «e 
can quite agree with him, if his 
opinion of the poor qualities of the 
deaf he S{>eak8 of was obtained 
from lo^>king up the results of the 
diiy schools for the deaf, located 
neat his place of residence and oc- 
cupation ; and it would seem that 
Ibis i« true, as witness : — 

•'Tlie Huccem of the day - ttie 

deaf or blind b-m 'won no untn tliat 

theirestni in a multitude of cltie* 

Ih only a ' f time." 

The su(;(c.s.>i <,( the blind has t>een 
.HO unmistakalde that the poor, 
strugirling deaf of the day schools 
are carried along in the bla^/e of 
glory. It is true that they may 
grow up as other children do, en- 
joying the love and care of mother 
and father, sistets and brothers, 
tint such iloes not last forever. As 
the child is edufjated, sfi shall he or 
she su:;ceed. The afflicted oflf- 
spring of families are always the 
most petted and carressed, ami in 
consequence just as often spoileil. 
The State Institution for the deaf 
comes nearest to bringing out the 
individuality and manliness in the 
deaf, and the knocking about they 
receive prepares them to withstanil 
the severer jolts likely to ofitain in 
the outer world 

It is pretty safe to say that If (he 
trail of the deaf-mute, as says Mr. 
F'earse, too often laad* into some 
taugleii thickets, the cause is not 
fur to seek. I'hey must have tieen 
taught in noi the proper way, by 
not proper teachers, and did not 
received miich tieneflt from the day 
sfshools. 

The trail of the deaf iiiiitc educat- 
ed in our great institutions does not 
lead to the poor house, and looking 
over the records of graduates of the 
State Institutions, compared with 
those of the day s<'hfK)lH, will con- 
vince one aim all of the great supe- 
riority of the former, and of the 
nttei failure of the latter, charac 
terized by Mr. Pe»rs^ as "too 
often leading t/y and ending in 
some tangled thicket."

Dr. Gallaudet 
hopeii duiing his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buildiiiff, which 
woulil have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suKKcsted as a 
most fitting memoriai to him that 
this work lie now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mules. • 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of groiiiul about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
Hve feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basemeut, 
and will lie used ior the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of tho 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial I'arish liuilding" will 
be about i|^3U,CUU, and the building 
itself, in it.n position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whosi" life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
